While there have been both interesting and 
spectacular changes since this year’s Graduands 
entered high school, one of the changes of: greatest 
import to school pupils is about to. occur, I refer 
to major revisions in the high school curriculum, 
that are planned for September, 1963.

Pupils who register for the first time next 
September will have a choice of between ten and 
fifteen different kinds of programs, These will 
prepare pupils for entry directly into the business 
world, for: entry into apprenticeship or technical training, for more advanced training in a technical in- 
stitute, or for entry into a university, The major purpose of the changed programs is to provide skills and 
knowledge better suited to the needs of young people -- whether they will enter. business upon leaving 
school, or will continue their formal learning, : 


This year’s Graduands have had opportunities for vocational training only to a limited extent, Many 
of you, we trust, will continue your education in the new Vocational School or Technical Institute that 
will open in September. The need for technicians and highly skilled craftsmen {s great, and increasing 
steadily, Without adequate education and training the chances of employment and advancement in busi- 
ness and industry are slight. 


Every Eastglen Graduand has had an opportunity to learn much more than the contents of the courses 
listed in the curriculum, We hope that the high standards of decency, good will, co-operation, and 
honest effort that are a fundamental part of the school have, in turn, become a part of each Graduand, 
The world still looks to youth as its hope for the future. Young people must feel that they have a mission 
in serving society, for it is young people alone that haye the energy, the faith, and the imagination to 
solve the world's problems, To meet these challenges youth must also gain the training, knowledge, and 
experience necessary to do the job successfully, - 


The thanks of the staff and the students go to the willing workers on the Grad Class executive, the

It was terrifying! We entered the rotunda with all sounds carefully muted. Following a 
message from our new principal and directions upon how to reach our classroom we wandered the 
halls, attempting to remember exactly where he had said to turn right.
